Friday and Saturday were red let- 
ter days for the tobacco growers. 
The week began with the sale of 75,- 
000,000 pounds in the Burley pool 
and ended with the sale of nearly 
30,000,000 in the Western distaict, 
embracing the Green River and 
Bowling Green societies. 

The Owensboro sale was the larg- 
est and included 20,000,000 pounds 
in Daviess, Hancock, McLean and 
Breckinridge counties. The sale was 
to the Imperial Tobacco Co., the 
American Tobacco Co., the Gallaher 
Co., Nosworthy & Argue and Thos, 
Hodge. The prices were $9, $8, 



this county of more than $600,000. 
of which about one-third is owing to 
capitalists in other pieces and the 
remainder will stay at home. The 
leaders here have at all times dis- 
couraged the selling of certificates 
and the landlords have helped their 
tenants to carry their crops. About 
one-fourth of the crops have liens on 
them, but most of these liens are for 
small amounts. Owjng to the suc- 
cess that has attended the efforts of 
the Burley Tobacco Society, men 
here think the growers, especialyl 
those who are in the pool, will be 
willing to pool the crop of 1909, but 
no steps in that direction have yet 
been taken.

The sale will bring 
about $400,000 to the tobacco grow- 
ers of Warren, Allen and Barren 
counties.

The wrench Illustrated herewith la 
formed with a slldablo jaw, which en- 
ables It to grip round surfaces. No re- 
taining pins or other detachable re- 
taining devices are UHed, and an effi- 
cient pipe wrench 1h thus provided 
with few loose parts. Formed on the 
main body A of the wrench Is a fixed 
Jaw, B. Dovetailed Into opposite sides 
of the body are a pair of detachable

racks, 0, which are adapted 
with the thread of the nut D. This 
nut Is fitted in a frame, E, which In 
turn is mounted to slide along the body 
or shank of the wrench. The frame 
E is extended at one side, and In the 
Inclined upper face of this extension 
an undercut guideway Is formed adapt- 
ed to receive the slidable Jaw F. 
spring pressed pin In Jaw G bears 
against the shank A and holds the 
Jaw in Its outermost position. In use 
the nut D is adjusted to close the 
Jaws on to the work and then, when 
the wrench is operated, the sliding 
Jaw moved Inward, jamming the work 
against the upper Jaw.

MUST GO TO PRISON. 



Sentence Pronounced on Mag- 
ness Approved by Sec- 
retary Metcalfe. 

Washington, Nov. 19.— Having 
been adjudged guilty of desertion

A hundred years ago, the boys of 
Hopkinsville did not play baseball 
and football, but they had their 
sports then and had as much fun as 
the boys of to-day. As late as 35 
years ago one of the favorite play 
grounds of the city wa3 on South 
Main street, a double square now 
covered with handsome residences. 
The boys played town ball and the 
old fashioned game called base ball, 
from which the modern game was 
developed, and hunted deer and wild 
turkeys in the w*oods around the 
hamlet. Occasionally a promising 
boy or young man would be killed 
by accident or would succumb to 
disease and his body would belaid to 
rest in the town graveyard, where 
it was in course of time forgotten.

against the city of Louisville 
and the Hoard of Public Works for a 
writ of mandamus to compel the 
board to advertise and sell at public 
sal* "a certain telephone franchise 
claimed to have been provided for 
by an ordinance of the General Coun- 
cil." 

After referring to various author- 
ies upon the question of the right 
appellants to sue for the writ, the 
court say^: 

"This court is of the opinion that 
the appellants are proper relators in 
behalf of the public to apply for the 
writ of mandamus sought in this 
case. The enactment of the ordi- 
nance of the character of the one 
presented was clearly within the 
province and power of the General 
Council of the city." 

"The court concludes: "As the 
judgment of the court below was 
based entirely upon its idea of the 
insufficiency of the petition this 
court has only considered the ques- 
tions arising upon the demurrer to 
the petition. We are of the opinion 
that the court below erred in sus- 
taining appellee's demurrers to the 
petition and in dismissing appellant's 
petition."

Sailing Through a Volcano Crater In 
the Aegean Sea. 

In the Aegean sea a vessel may sail

Bryan's Vote Over raft in 
Kentucky. 



Frankfort, Ky.. Nov. 20.-Secreta. 
ry of State Ben L. Bruner late this 
afternoon received a telegram giv- 
ing the official vote of Johnson 
county, which has been the last to 
report its vote cast in the recent 
election. 

With Johnson county in, the com- 
plete tabulation of the vote in the 
state was made up by Secretary 
Bruner. It has been most carefully 
done and added upon adding ma- 
chines and compared, and will be 
ready for submission for the official 
canvass the State Board ! 

The complete official returns show 
that Kentucky cast a larger vote ' 
the presidential race than ever 
counted in th* state before. The to- 
tal vote is 490,223. The first elector 
on the Democratic ticket received 
244,243 votes, and the first elector 
on the Republican ticket 235,334. 
This gives Bryun a plurality of 8,909 
over Taft in the state. Those who 
thought that Bryan would receive 
a "majority" in Kentucky will be 
disappointed, for although the Dem- 
ocratic candidate has a plurality 
over his Republican opponent, the 
combined votes of Republican, Pro- 
hibition, Socialist, Socialist Labor, 
People's party and Independent 
tickets is 245,980, just 1,737 more 
votes than the Bryan elector re- 
ceived, and so Bryan failed to receive 
a majority vote in Kentucky. 

The votes for the minor tickets 
was: Prohibition, 5,866; Socialist, 
4,037: Socialist Labor, 342; People's 
party, 324, and Independent party, 
77.
